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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Applicant's amendment and accompanying remarks filed January 4, 2008 are 
acknowledged. 

2. Examiner acknowledges amended claims 6-7, 9-10 and 12-13 

3. Examiner acknowledges cancelled claims 1-5, 8 and 11. 

4. The rejection of claims 1 and 8-13 under 35 U.S. C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Tutt et al., U.S. Patent Number 7,052,35 1 is overcome by applicant's amendment. 

Claim Objections 

5. Claims 6-7, 9-10 and 12-13 are objected to because of the following informalities: In all 
of the claims: 

Delete the term "a" following the phrase "first and second electrodes" in the 4th line of the 
claims. 

Delete the term "Wherein" and insert the term - - wherein - - in the 1 1 th line of the claims. 
Claims 6-7, 9-10 and 12-13 have improper Markush groups. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC§112 

6. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

7. Claims 9-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 
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Claims 9-10 are rendered indefinite because the claims recite at least one of Al and A2 is a non- 
substituted aromatic group wherein chemical formulae 5 for A 1 and A2 both recite substituted 
aromatic groups. 

8. Claims 6-7 and 12-13 would be allowable upon the appropriate correction of the minor 
informalities. 

9. Claims 9-10 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the rejection(s) 
under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action.
